The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a second 
optical emitting device projecting a second optical indicator substantially aligned with a 
second side of the kerf, in combination with the other elements (or steps) of the 
apparatus and method recited in the claims. 
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5. The prior art (US 6,397,717) discloses a saw having an optical indicator 
projecting the width and location of the kerf or a cutting path of a workpiece, but does 
not fairly teach of suggest a table saw having a beveling cutting device assembly, in 
which an additional or second optical indicator is provided (to work in conjunction with 
the first optical indicator) to align with a second side of a kerf during a cutting process. 

Therefore, it has been reasonably concluded, a combination of the cited prior art 
would have relied on hindsight reasoning. One having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of invention would not rendered it obvious to provide a saw with a second optical 
indicator to align with a second side of a kerf.
